THE ELECTORAL COUNT BILL. 


.The Presidential count bill, which 
the Senate without amendment, 


provides that the Presidential electors 


of cach State shall meet and give their 
votes on the second day of January 
next following their appointment, at 


_ such places as the legislatures may 


state; that each State, pursuant to 
its laws existing on the day fixed by 
the appointment of its electors, may 
determine, prior to getting its electors, 
any .controversy concerning the ap- 
pointment of all or any of them; that 
such determination shall be conclusive 
evidence of their lawful title, and 
shall govern in the count by Congress; 
that no electoral vote or votes from a 
State from which Dut one return has 
been received shall be rejected except 
by the affirmative votes of the two 

ouses; that if more than one return 
is received from a State the votes of 
those electors appointed by a lawful 
tribunal of the State shall be 
counted, and in the event of the 
question as to which of the two or 
more from such State are the lawful 
electors appointed by that tribunal, 
the two Houses, acting separately, 
shall decide which is authorized, and 
that one shall be counted; that in case 
of an undetermined case between two 
or more sets of electors of a State, 
those States shall be counted which 
the two Houses, acting separately, 


* ghall decide to be the lawful electoral 


votes. The bill also provides that if 
the counting of votes shall not be com- 
pleted before the fifth calendar day 
next after the first joint meeting of the 
two Houses, no recess shall be after- 
wards taken by either House until the 
counting is finished. 
THE CHINESE BILLS. 


‘At yesterday's meeting of the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations a dis- 
position was deyeloped on the part of 
one or two Democratic members to 
delay or prevent any material modifi- 
cation of the terms of the vetoed 
Chinese bill, and thus either force 
another veto or whully tpone the 

ge of a new bill. A similar desire 

s manifested in the House of Repre- 
sentatives today by Springer and 
several other Democratic members. 
Finally, however, all objections were 
withdrawn and three Chinese bills 
were introduced, the first by Page for 
suspension for ten years, another by 
Berry for suspension for sixteen years, 
and a third by Willis for fifteen years. 
Senator Miller had a talk with the 
President this morning and says he 
knows that a ten-years bill will be 

romptly approved. The President’s 
fneidental objection to the passport 
and registration system can be readily 
obviated by a few changes which will 
not impair the bill’s practical efficiency. 

ARTHUR'S SELF GRATULATION. 


A Senator who called on the Presi- 
dent to-day reports that he found him 
in the best possible spirits over his 
veto of the Chinese bill, and the recep- 
tion accorded his m by the 
country. He said that he felt assured 
the Republican party would not be the 
loser by the interposition of his veto 
to save the honor of the country in 
standing by the spirit and letter of the 
t.eaty with China. He felt assured 
that in consequence of his veto Amer- 
ican interests in China would be 
stronger than ever, and that the 
Chinese Government would be more 
readily disposed to make concessions 
to the United States in the matter of 
restricting Chinese subjects from com- 
ing to the United States. On the 
whole, the Senator reports that the 
President expressed himself as well 
pleased with his action, and as bei 
confident that the people will, without 
distinction of party, when the welfare 
of the country is looked at, sustain 
him in what he has done.

It is no use to put wild In- 
dians on land parcelled out to them, 
because they will not stay on it if we 


do. They do not want a lot of land rs 


off by themselves, because they do not 
realize the worth of it. If the In- 
dians are somewhat civilized, so as to 
know the value of land and what it 
may be made to produce, and then are 
broken in to work it, it might do to 
give them a farm; but the wild Indi- 
ans do not want a farm and will not 
stay on it if given them.” It is be- 
lieved the Indian policy, under the 
new Secretary, will be characterized 
by more firmness in the practical deal- 
ing with the Indians than for some 


years.

The Act Violates the Faith of the Nation, Quoth 
One-Sided, 


Wasurneton, April 5.—The follow- 
ing is the full text of the President's 
message of yesterday, vetoing the An- 
ti-Chinese bill : 

To the Senate :—After careful exam- 
ination of the Senate bill, No. 71, en- 
titled ‘An Act to execute certain treaty 
stipulations relating to the Chinese,” 
I herewith return it to the Senate, in 
which it originated, with my objec- 
tions to its passage. A nation is justi- 
fied in repudiating its treaty obliga- 
tions only when they are in conflict 
with a great and ount interest. 
Even then, all possible and reasonable 
means for modifying or changing 
these olbigations, by mutual agree- 
ment, should be exhausted before re- 
sorting to them. These rules have 
governed the United States in their 
past intercourse with other powers, as 
one of the family of nations. I am 
persuaded that when Congress can feel 
that this Act violates the faith of thé 
nation as pledged to China it will con® 
cur with this view, and will endeavor 
to frame another Act which will meet 
the ex tions of the people of the 
United States without coming in con- 
tact with the rights of China. 

THE PRESENT TREATY RELATIONS 


Between that power and the United 
States spring from the antagonism 
which arose between our paramount 
domestic interests and our previous 
relations under the treaty, commonly 
known as the Burlingame treaty. This 
conferred upon the Chinese subjects 
the right of voluntary immigration to 
the United States for the purpose of 
curiosity or trade, or as permanent resi- 
dents, and was in all respects reciprocal 
as to citizens of the United States in 
China. It gave to voluntary immi- 
grants coming to the United States 
the right to travel there, or to reside 
there, with all the privileges, immu- 
nities or exemptions enjoyed by the 
citizens or subjects of the most favored 
nations. Under the operation of this 
treaty it was found that the institu- 
tions of the United States and its 

ple, and their means of obtaining a 
ivelihood, might be seriously affected 
by the unrestricted introduction of 
Chinese labor. Congress attempted to 
alleviate this condition” by legislation, 
but the Act which it passed proved to 
be in violation of the treaty obliga- 
tions, and being returned by the Presi- 
dent with his objections, failed to "be- 
come a law. Diplomatic relief was 
then sought. A new treaty was con- 
cluded with China, without abroga- 
tion of the Burlingame treaty. It 
was agreed to modify it so far that the 
Government of the United States might 
regulate or suspend the coming of 
Chinese laborers to the United States, 
or their residence therein, but it was 
agreed that it should not absolutely 
prohibit them, and that the limitation 
or suspension should be reasonable, 
and should apply only ‘to Chinese who 
might go to the United States as labor- 
ers, other classes not being included in 
the limitation. 


THIS TREATY UNILATERAL, 

Not reciprocal. It is a concession from 
China to the United States, and is a 
limitation of the rights which she was 
enjoying underthe Burlingame Treaty. 
It leaves the United States, by its own 
act, to determine when and how we 
will enforce these limitations. China 
may, therefore, fairly have the right to 
expect that in enforcing them we wi!l 
take good care not tu overstep the 
grant and make more than has n 
conceded toe us. It is but a year since 
the new treaty, under the operation of 
the Constitution, became a part of the 
supreme law of the land, and the pres- 
ent act is the first attempt to exercise 
the more enlarged powers which it re- 
linquishes to the United States. By 
the first article the United States is em- 
powered to decide whether the comi 

of Chinese laborers to the Unit 

States, or their residence therein, affects 
or threatens our interests, or endangers 
good order, either within the whole 
country or in any part of it. The Act 
recites that in the opinion of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, the 
coming of Chinese laborers to this 
country endangers the good order of 
certain localities thereof; but the Act 
itself is much broader than the recital. 
It acts upon the residents as well as on 
the immigrants. Its provisions are 
effective throughout the United States. 


EFFECT OF THE COMING OF “‘LABORERS.”’ 


I think it may fairly be accepted as 
an expression of the opinion of Con- 

s that the coming of such laborers 
to the United States, or their residence 
here, affects our interests and endan- 
gers good order throughout the coun- 
try. On this point I feel it my duty 
to accept the views of Congress. The 
first article further confers the power 
upon this Government to regulate, 
limit or suspend, but not to actually 
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used, as to the class of persons to be 
affected by the treaty. The Americans 
inserted in their draft provisions that 
the words “Chinese laborers’ should 
signify all immigration other than 
that for teaching, trade, travel, stud 
and curiosity. e Chinese objec 
to this, that it operated to include 
artisans in the class of laborers whose 
immigration might be forbidden. The 
Americans replied that they could not 
consent that artisans should be ex- 
cluded from the class of Chinese 
laborers, for it is this very competition 
of skill and labor in cities where the 
Chinese labor immigration concentrates 
which has caused the embarrassment 
and popular discontent. 


THE TWENTY-YEAR PERIOD. 


The examination which I have made 
of the treaty and of the declaration 
which its negotiators have left on rec- 
ord of the meaning of its language, 
leaves no doubt in my mind that nei- 
ther of the contracting parties, in con- 
cluding the treaty of 1860, contem- 
plated the passage of an Act prohibit- 
ing immigration for twenty years, 
which is nearly a generation, or 
thought that such a period would be a 
reasonable suspension, or intended to 
change the provisions of the Burlin- 
game treaty to that extent. I regard 
this provision of the Act as a breach 
of our national faith, and being unable 
to bring myself in harmony with the 
views of Congress on this vital point, 
the honor of the country constrains mé 
to returnthe Act with this objection 
to its passage. a convinced of 
the necessity of some legislation on this 
subject, and concurring fully with 
Congress with any of the objects which 
are sought to be accomplished, I will 
avail myself of the opportunity to 

int out some other features of the 

ct which, in my opinion, can be mod- 
ified to advantage. These are the 
classes of Chinese who shall enjoy im- 
munities and exemptions accorded to 
citizens and subjects of the most fa- 
vored nations. Wehave relations with 
many nations which permit their citi- 
zens and subjects to reside within the 
United States and carry on business 
under the same laws and lations 
which are enforced against citizens. 


THE PASSPORT SYSTEM. 


I think that it may be doubted 
whether the provisions requiring per- 
sonal registration and taking passports 
which are not im upon natives, 
can be required of the Chinese. With- 
out expressing an opinion on that 

int, I may invite the attention of 

Jongress to the fact that the system of 
personal registration and passports are 
undemocratic and hostile to the spirit | 
of our institutions. I doubt the wis- 
dom of — an entering wedge of 
this kind into our laws. A nation like 
the United States, jealous of the lib- 
erties of its citizens, may well hesitate 
before it incorporates into its policy a 
system which 1s fast disappearing in 
Europe before the progress of liberal 
institutions. Wide experience _ has 
shown how futile such precautions are 
and how easily passports may lead to 
difficulty. A passport may be bor- 
rowed, exchanged or even forged by 
persons interested to do so. If it is, 
nevertheless, thought that a passport is 
the most convenient way for identify- 
ing the Chinese entitled to the protec- 
tion of the Burlingame Treaty, it may 
still be doubted whether they ought to 
be required to register. It is certainly 
our duty, under the Burlingame 
Treaty, to make their stay in the 
United States, in the operation of gen- 
eral laws upon them, as nearly like 
that of our own citizens as we can con- 
sistently with our right to shut out the 
laborers. No good purpose is served 
in requiring them to register. My at- 
tention is called by the Chinese Minis- 
ter to the fact that the Act as it stands, 
makes no provision for the transit 
across the United States of the Chi- 
nese subjects now residing in foreign 
countries. I think this point may well 
claim the attention of Congress in leg- 
islating on this subject. 

GOOD FAITH AND GOOD POLICY. 

I have said that good faith requires 
that the United States suspend immi- 
gration of Chinese laborers for a less 
period than twenty years. I now add 
that good policy points in the same di- 
rection. Our intercourse with China 
is of recent date. Our first treaty with 
that Power is not yet forty years old. 
It is only since we acquired California 
and established a t seat of com- 
merce on the Pacific Coast that we may 
be said to have broken down the wall 
which fenced that ancient monarchy. 
The Burlingame Treaty naturally fol- 
lowed. Under the spirit which in- 
spired it, many thousands of Chinese 
laborers came ta the United States. No 
one can say the counntry has not pro- 
fited by their work. They were large- 
iy instrumental in constructing the rail} 
ways which connect the Atlantic and 
the Pacific Slope. The States of the 
Pacific are full of the evidences of their 
industry and ente: prise, profitable to 
capitalists and to laborers of Caucasian 
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to get along without them. Theremay, 
however, be other sections of the coun- 
where this species of labor may be 
vantageously employed, without in- 


terfering with laborers of our own race. 
It may be the part of wisdom, as‘ of 
‘good faith, to fix the length of the ex- 


perimental period with reference to 
this fact. et 


THE TRADE OF THE EAST. 


rience has shown that the trade 
of the East is the key to national 
wealth and influence. The opening of 
China to the commerce of the whole 
world has benefited no section of it 
more than the States on our own Pacific 
Slope. The State of California, and its 
maritime ports especially, have reaped 
enormous advantages from this source. 
Blessed with an exceptional climate, 
enjoying an unrivalled harbor, with 
the riches of the great agricultural and 
mining States near it, and the wealth 
of the whole Union pouring into it over 
its lines of railway, San Francisco has 
an incalculable future, if our friendly 
and amicable relations with a re- 
main undisturbed. It needs no argu- 
ment ‘to show that the policy which we 
now propose to adopt must have the 
direct tendency to repel the Oriental 
nations from the United States, and to 
drive their trade and commerce into 
more friendly hands. It may be that 
the great and paramount interest of the 
protection of our labor from Asiatic 
competition justifies us in the perman- 
ent adoption of this policy; but it is 
wiser in the first place to make a 
shorter experiment, with a view of 
hereafter maintaining permanentl 
only such features as time and experi- 
ence may commend.

But when this system of government 
embraces a large number of people, 
spread over a vast area of territory, 
with ite numerous departments and 
necessarily great number of officers, 
there must be, in the present condition 
of political science, many Offices the fill- 
ing of which ys election is impractica- 
ble, and that of Postmaster appears to 
be one of them. 

In all elections the voters are required 
to have some —, ualification to enable 
them to vote. t shall qualify a 

n to vote for a Postmaster? 


ostoffices are not located in 
conformity with any recognized 
subdivisions of territory. There 


may be but one in a county or there 
may be ascore. There may be one in 
a precinct or there may be none. Peo- 
ple of one precinct, town, county, or 
even of a State, may have some or all of 
their 
outside of their town, city or State. The 
voters, therefore, could not be grouped 
by territorial lines. 

In the administration of the Legisla- 
tive, Executive and Judicial branches of 
the Government, e very person is inter- 
ested; but in that of the Postoffice, the 
men who neither can nor will write nor 
read has but little or no interest in its 
good or bad ment. To him it is 
a matter of perfect indifference whether | 24m 
the Postmaster is a wise man or a fool. 

In joint stock companies members 
are allowed votes ‘in proportion to the 
shares of stock held by them respect- 
ively.

has succeeded admirably. 
The Methodist Episcopal church was 
the fourth to be established. After a 
long series of reverses, Rev. C. W. 
Tarr, by a truly heroic effort, with but a 
handful of members, has built a beauti- 
ful church, free from debt, and has or- 
ganized a good Sunday gchool, with an 
excellent congregation. By his careful 
and systematic work, every interest of 
the church is fully up to the times. 
The fifth church was dedicated 
March 26, 1882. It is a small but neat 
Gothic structure, about 28x40, but it 
contains live and energetic members 
and will be a factor for good in this 
community. Itis called the German 
Evangelical Church. 
The temperance people are in 
earnest and doing a noble work. e 
various churches unite in holding 
monthly meetings in the interest of that 
cause.. The fact is, Santa Ana has a 
grand people who mean to stand by 
what is right.

field and Santa Barbara ‘on an equal 
footing with San Francisco. This will 
readily be conceded when the fact is 
considered that Los Angeles now com- 
mands the same rates from Eastern 

ints as San Francisco; instead of 
[bei ing subjected, as heretofore, to rates 
from San Francisco and Sacramento 
that were two-thirds of the through rates 
from East to those points. Los Angeles 
merchants can compete with Chicago 
houses also for all the trade in Eastern 
Arizona, owing to the fact that the 
through eastern rates to this city, 
added to the rates from here to points in 
Eastern* Arizona, do not aggr as 
much as the through rates from 


to those points. 
One merchant in ticular remarked 
to the reporter: “It is a mystery to 


me why the old established firms of Los 
Angeles do not realize their advanta

CHINATOWN. 


When Will Les Angeles Street be 
Opened and Improved ? 


It is a lamentable fact that the selfish | 
interests of a few property owners in 
this city who have an ‘‘ax to grind’’ 

have rendered them blind to the univer- 

sal desire and demand of citizens for 
the removal of Chinatown. Because a 
few dozen miserable 6x6 rookeries 

yield a monthly revenue of $5 each, the 
owners object to being assessed for the 
opening of the street. Surely it re- 
quires no argument to convince any in- 
telligent mind that the enhanced value 


of property everywhere in that vicinity 
would more than compensate the 
owners for their temporary loss. It is 
reported that owing to the increased de- 
mand for accommodation the Pico 
House would be extended so as to front 
on Los Angeles street if the street was 
opened; that a fine business block 
would also be erected on the corner 
of Los Angeles and Aliso streets. Los 
Angeles street property owners inter- 
viewed on the subject express their 
desire to expend large sums of money 
in the erection of new buildings as soon 
as they receive assurance that China- 
town will be removed, but not until 
then. Something should be done in the 
premises and that quickly, as the peo- 
ple chafe under the unnecessary delay. 
Such a physical and moral blot in the 
midst of our fair city is intolerable and 
it prevents the development of the 
finest laid out street for commercial 
purposes in the city. It is to be hoped 
that the City Council will take action in 
the matter without ut delay.

at first called the doctor’s attention 
to these facts were white patients call- 
ing upon him and complaining of pecu- 
liar sores upon their body, for which 
they could not account. Upon examin- 
ation, to his astonishment and horror, 
he found them to be of a syphilitic char- 
acter. As the morality of the patients 
could not be questioned, e ori- 
gin of the ulcers was shrouded 
in mystery.

€ and in a thousand incidental ways. 

The medical works were full of these 
examples. A happy thought entered 
his mind: it might be that the Chinese 
wash houses were the mediums of 
spreading this filth and degrading the 
b of the Anglo-Saxon race. A slight 
personal examination satisfied him that 
this was truly the case. 

The cold facts are these: the clothing 
of all the patrons of a wash house, after 
being tagged, is se ted into a batch 
for each washing. The second and third 
batches go into the same upchanged 
water used for the first batch, which 
accounts for the ‘“orful’’ smell 
more or less the clothes have every time 
they are returned. This indiscriminate 
mixing of clothes in the wash water 
naturally mixes the filth of one piece 
with another. If clothes contain vene- 
real or other contagious matter, this is 
mixed around, and in fact little else is 
done toward cleansing the different gar- 
ments than changing the dirt from one 
to another. They are then boiled, 

which process does a little toward re- 
moving obnoxious matter, but is 


the portions of the process 
of drying, and being flopped out over 
rough boards with all the strength the 
heathen possesses, the interesting part of 
sprinkling the clothes begins. Previous 
to.ironing, the Chinaman has a little 
bowl of water at his right side, and

on first sight to be very innocent, but 
on investigation it plain to be 
seen that right here is where 
a great portion of the mischief lies. To 
revert back first to the habits of 
the moon-eyed lepers of the ‘‘flowery 
kingdom.’’ Their habit of opium- 
smoking is universal among them. 
Their ideas of morality and virtue are 
on alow plane: Their virtuous women 
in California can almost be counted on 
one's fingers. Their class of evil women 
are almost without exception, foul with 
bad diseases. Nearly all the Chinese | 4 
suffer more or less from them. Leprosy 
with all its horrors is common among 
them. Without doubt cases could be 
found in Chinatown. There was one 
known here only a little while ago. As 
a rule their blood is full of syphilis or 
similar diseases. Many of them have 
serious throat and mouth diseases,caus- 
ing horrid ulcers and putrid sores. This, 
of course, is not the case of every one 
of them, but there are many cases not 
a thousand miles away. And it is 
through these rotten mouths and putri- 
fying throats that water is dashed 
through and then ironed into the clothes 
of the white people who patronize their 
laundries. 
A case was known in Napa where a 
gentleman wondered how his Chinese 
servant covered. the ro a so neatly 
with gravy. He discovered that he 
sprinkled tehm with his mouth! 
The clothes, after having been put 
through the first water ther, and 
then having the water from those 
Celestial into them, 
stands a chance possessing 
other properties than than they pre- 
viously had. 
The customer now dons them and 
goes to work. The first perspiration 
causes them to adhere closely to 
the body, and whatever vicious 
properties they now it is not 
only possible to have, but too many 
times are actually transmitted to the 
wearer. In the cases who recently con- 
sulted this physician, syphilitic sores 
had broken out upon those who have 
ever led the purest of physical lives. 
After every contingency had been care- 
fully examined it could only come from 
one source, namely through the clothes 
from the Chinamen. These facts are 
known to be true. Perspiration loosened 
the virus, and enabled it to take 
hold of the body. It is a well known 
fact that so impure has become the 
Chinese nation as a whole that the cus- 
tom of is unknown among 
them. On their New Year's day, in- 
stead of gripping hands, as is our cus- 
tom, each one merely clasps his 
own two hands ther, and exclaims 
to his neighbor, ‘‘Kung he fah choy" —
